HAS TAKEN A JUMP 


N E W

Increase of Four Cents a Pound Since II 
July i —A Milwaukee Dealer P re­ 
dicts a Steady Revival in Wool Pro­ 
duction—The Turns of Prices For 
Twelve Years Set Forth. 


T he effects of the new tariff law are 
felt by Wisconsin sheep herders. 
The 
price of wool has nee ii steadily increas­ 
ing far the past two weeks and is now 
from 4 to 6 cents higher than it 
was 
July I. 
Last August, Wisconsin medi­ 
um wools sold as low as 11| cents per 
pound. 
The same are worth today 18 
cents per pound. 
Herman Reel, the president of the 
Milwaukee Plodded company, said yes­ 
terday: “ The ri e iu the price of raw 
wools began to be ielfc last October. 
Since then it has continued almost 
w ithout setback, save for a short peri­ 
od in May, when it was evident th a t 
through the inaction of the house 
large quantities of foreign wool would 
be imported before the Dingley bi.I 
would beoome a law. 
On account of 
these heavy im portations it is my 
opinion th at w ol growers "vill not get 
th e full benefit of the tariff for some 
time to came. 
The clip of Wifconsio i 
wool has declined in the last four 
years about 50 per cent, compared 
with th a t previous to the passage o' 
the Wilson tariff 
True of Other States 
“ W hat is true of Wisconsin is true 
of other states and it is problematical 
w h e t h e r thi3 decrease, in the American 
clip will or will not have the effect of 
offsetting the 
heavy 
im portations 
T he new tariff will at once stim ulate 
the farmers to enla ge their li cks. 


There are other allied reasons in view 
of which I am very optimistic on the 
question of 
wool. 
The stim ulating 
effect of the tariff, which is just n j v 
being felt by the trade and comm rce 
of tbe c untry will increase indirectly 
but inevitably the demand for wool 
and wool products.

While thi3 year’s grain crop 
promises to be bountiful, grain prices 
fcave nevertheless scored a sharp ad 
Vance owing to crop failures in for­ 
eign lands, and us this comes before 
the farm er has m arketed his crop the 
benefit to the country will be im- 
menee. 
It will enable the farm er not 
only to become a larger consumer of 
woolen goods, but will also encourage 
him indirectly to invest iu sheep.

Wingate of Milwaukee as president, 
and Professor H L Russell of the ex­ 
perimental station of the state univer­ 
sity a a secretary and treasurer.

cessity tor this work in Wisconsin was 
first discovered by Prof Russell of the 
experimental station in conoec.ion with 
the state university at Madison. Prof. 
Russell made an examination of the 
cows at the station and found that 
nearly all of them were affected with 
tuberculosis* 
The cattle were killed 
as a safeguard against the spread of 
the disease,and since thor applications 
have been received from several of the 
counties in different parts of the state 
asking the State Board of Health to 
make an examination of the cattle be­ 
longing to couaty institutions. 
T o Issu e a C ircular. 
The commission proposes to issue 
circulars to the farmers of Wisconsin 
urging upou them the necessity of co­ 
operation for the eradication of the 
disease, toth from a sanitary as well 
as ecDnomic p lint of view. lf the state 
undertakes the extermination of the 
disease th e agricultural department at 
Washington will furnish the tubercu­ 
lin for the purpose of making the tests 


t o ascertain if the cattle are affected 
with the disease. 
The tuberculin is a 
fluid which is 
injected 
into the 
cattle and if after a lapse of six or 
eight hours there is aa increase in the 
temperament of the anim si it is an 
indication that it is affected with 
tuberculosis. 
The tests will be made 
by the state ve erinerlan, and the 
commission will meet at least once a 
mon <h to receive his report, and to 
take whatever action may be deemed 
oeoeisary to carry on the work. 
One 
of the features of the work of tbe 
commission will be to gather statistics 
and data with which to go before the 
legislature if necessary and ask for an 
appropriation to carry on the work

DISCIPLES OF MELCHIZEDEK. 


Strange Story of Penance Suggested by 
the Rebellion. 
Franz Miller, the herm it of Scarritt’s 
bluff, ie an original old character, who 
is living in solitude for the sake of his 
own peculiar religion. He calls himself 
a follower of Melchizedek, the “K ing of 
Peace,” says the Kansas City W orld. 
He was born in Alsace-Lorraine six- 
ty-one years ago. 
W hen he was 17 
years old he came to the United States 
and followed the profession of shoe­ 
m aker until the w ar broke out, when 
he joined the Tenth United States in­ 
fantry regim ent at Newport barracks, 
Kentucky. 
He 
fought through the 
war, and the terrible scenes on the bat­ 
tlefield led him to thinking. He imag­ 
ined he had done wrong, and that re­ 
pentance would be the only way to sal­ 
vation. He started to do th a t by car­ 
rying what he called the “black cross” 
for fifteen years. 
During this time he 
was to have no fixed place of abode, to 
accumulate no property, to make no 
friends, and to shun m ankind. He wan­ 
dered back and forth across the coun­ 
try, and then one night the “spirit” ap­ 
peared to him while he was walking be­ 
tween Arm ourdale and Rosedale.

saw satan, in a great red cloak, stand­ 
ing on the bluff. 
A moment later the 
shadow of Melchizedek enveloped him, 
an d Miller knew that he had been pro­ 
moted to the “red cross” order. 
He 
settled down, and ran a shoe shop in 
K ansas City, near the junction. Then 
he lived a herm it’s life in W eston, Mo., 
and three years ago he took up his 
abode in a cave excavated in the Scar- 
ritt bluff. 
He has lived there since, 
alone and happy. 
Sometimes, he says, 
he 
earns 
as 
much as 15 cents a day by picking rags, 
and this sum suffices to buy bread and 
coffee, his chief articles of sustenance. 
He says he never begs. The nurses in 
the Sca;ritt hospital would provide for 
him, but he does not accept their hos­ 
pitality. His aim in life, he says, is to 
he at peace with the vrorld and atone 
for his sin in taking part in the wrar. 
He never reads the newspapers, 
be­ 
cause they suggest worldly thoughts to 
bim. If Miller lived in a more civilized 
way he would be a handsom e man. As 
it is, his long hair and tangled beard, 
together with an evident dislike for 
soap and water, make him look the 
ideal hermit.
